The Marine Court of Inquiry this morning 
delivered their findings in the investigation of o 
collicion between the ss Edith Moller and a fishing

“We are, however, of the opinion that 
his conduct merits the fullest censure, and we place 
our devision on record,” said the President, Mr J. Jolly.

Emergency Fund has be- 
come a symbol of the full 
plate to more than 6,000,000 
hungary youngsters. and an 
example of — world co- 
operation to their elders. 


First established by the 
United Natiens in December 
1946, the UNICEF has been an 
tnternaljonal attempt to deal 
with the problem of providing 
food. clothing, and medical care 
for children in countries — that 
have been ravaged by war. 


As such it has transcended 
fnternation | differences, side- 
flepped the cold war, and has 
known no barriers or race, 
erced, nationality or politics, 
Russtn is represented on the 
executive beard of the fund. 
Satellite nations such as 
Bulgaria, Hungary, Poland, and 
Cxechostovakia have contri- 
buted moncy or food, 


Three years ago the UNICEF 
faced the problem of aiding 
30,000,000 children in Europe 
alone, Since that time the fund 
hos extended Sts feeding pro- 
gramme to span 13 countries in 
Europe, Including Kastern and 
Western Germany, China, India, 
the Philippines, Japan, Koren, 
the PalestInc area, Africa ond 
North and South America. 


In all, the fund estimates that 

has provided more than 
2,009,000,000 meals for under- 
nourished children, with the 
national governments supplying 
the cereals, vegetables, and 
fruits, and the UNICEF supply- 
ing the supplementary sharo of 
milk, fats, cod liver oll, fish or 
meat,
